Speakers 

Gratia Countryman, librarian of the 
Minneapolis Public Library, is in close 
touch with county library work through 
the Hennepin County Library and her 
visits to lowa at the time of the Fort 
Dodge meeting in 1923 and the Rural 
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School meeting in Des Moines last June 
were so helpful to the cause that she is 
again invited to address the librarians 
on this subject of such vital interest at 
the present time. 

John D. Willard as Director of the 
Extension Department of Michigan 
State College became interested in 
county libraries.

State Fair Exhibit of the Iowa Library 
Commission 

In order to be in line with the Dia 
mond Jubilee of the Iowa State Fair 
the Library Commission exhibit was 
featured as ‘‘Books and Pioneers’’, 
with ‘‘Books about pioneers’’, ‘‘ Books 
of the pioneers’’, ‘‘Children’s books of 
other days’’ and ‘‘School books of yes- 
terday’’ on display. 

‘*Pioneers of Today’’ included 
**Aviation and County Libraries’’, the 
former represented by the Lindbergh 
map and a collection of aviation books. 
To this was added newspaper pictures 
of the Graf Zeppelin and map of its 
course as it passed over the country. 

Among the books on aviation was & 
balloon book, published in 1870, loaned 
by the Mason City Public Library. This 
was No. 25 in that library’s original col- 
lection and 43 in a reorganization, and 











a copy of ‘‘Tom Sawyer Abroad’’ copy- 
righted in 1878. 

The graphie county library map used 
last year gave publicity to county li- 
braries. In addition to the Mason City 
loan, libraries at Tipton, Boone and 
Washington, the Historical Department, 
and Mrs. Frances Carhart of Des Moines 
loaned old books for the exhibit. Three 
‘‘Annuals’’ of the 1850’s were loaned by 
the State Library. 

The ‘‘Children’s books of long ago’’ 
were especially interesting and at- 
tractive and the comparison of old and 
new editions of ‘‘ Arabian Nights’’ and 
‘Robinson Crusoe’’, ‘‘Don Quixote’’ 
and others showed great improvement in 
type, paper, illustrations and make-up. 

A tiny ‘‘Hand-book of etiquette for 
ladies’? with no date but showing, by 
the picture on its cover, fashions of the 
’50’s, caused much amusement and 
when placed beside Emily Post’s bulky 
volume would seem to indicate an in- 
crease in conventions. 

The Children’s Hour edited by T. 8. 
Arthur, volumes one, two and three, 
1866, °67 and ’68, and volume one, 1865 
of Our Young Folks edited by J. T. 
Trowbridge, Gail Hamilton and Lucy 
Larcom were in marked contrast to a 
number of St. Nicholas for 1929, but 
less so than copies of Gody’s Lady’s 
Book for 1856 and 1862 beside a copy 
of Vogue. 

A set of McGuffey’s Readers gave 
reminiscent pleasure to a number of 
former users. 

A beautiful hooked rug representing 
a sod house, an old table with an old 
cover, and a lamp, a beautiful whatnot, 
and an old clock, pictures and vases 
furnished a background for the old 
books. 

Pictures of seven Iowa .buildings 
erected before 1900, and stock receipts 
and other printed matter of the early 
Fairfield Library Association were also 
displayed. Material connected with 
early library activities was received 
from other libraries but are retained 
for a display during the State Meeting. 

The room in the Women and Chil-

Old Mother West Wind’s Trip Abroad 
Hidden Book Titles from Alton Library 


Old Mother West Wind met Old 
Mother Hubbard under the story tree. 
Finding Grandfather’s chair and Gran- 
ny’s wonderful chair comfortable, the 
ladies regaled themselves with rhymes 
and stories. 

‘*Oh, tell me of your tour of the world 
in eighty days,’’ said Mother Hubbard. 

‘*‘When Molly was six, Charlie and 
his friends, Jim Davis, Donald and 
Dorothy made the trip around the world 
with the children. We were indeed in- 
nocents abroad. We took our first air- 
plane ride, flying with Lindbergh to 
New York. He told us anecdotes of he- 
roes of the air and spoke modestly of 
his trips to Europe, South America, and 
Mexico with its Spanish food, and gave 
a humorous recital of how red pepper 
burns. The lone eagle had an engage- 
ment with wee Ann on the morrow so 
we did not stop at New York, but were 
soon sailing out of the old harbor. 

The sailors were great story tellers 
and entertained us with stories of chil- 
dren of many lands, the Dutch twins 
and the Belgian twins. One who had 
been two years before the mast, showed 
the young folks the book of the heavens 
and they became interested in the story 
book of science. He inspired them with 
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the story of Grenfell of the Labrador 
and with accounts of mutineers, routed 
by captains courageous on a mysterious 
island. They became interested in 
Count Luckner, the sea devil who sank 
fourteen allied ships without the loss of 
a single life. 

England was delightful. We saw the 
literary landmarks of London, visited 
the home of Shakespeare and shopped at 
the old curiosity shop. We saw a play 
by one of the chief British dramatists 
and saw Houdini escape from a steel 
safe. In our zig-zag journeys in 
Europe, we heard stories of Gypsies but 
did not see them. We made little jour- 
neys to Holland and Belgium and en- 
joyed the flavor of Holland. Brave lit- 
tle Holland. The children met Ned and 
Nan in Holland, also Hans Brinker and 
Jan of the windmill. And how they did 
enjoy their Holland stories. We were 
also interested in the buried cities of 
Pompeii, Olympia, and Mycenae, devas- 
tated in the last days of Pompeii. 

A little French girl directed us to an 
armchair at an inn, maintained by Sor- 
rell and Son, where the little minister 
had new stories to tell to children. In 
a time of great hunger in Sweden, chil- 
dren of the moor go from house to house 
for shelter and food. He told of two 
little waifs, nobody’s boy and nobody’s 
girl, legends of the middle ages, Robin 
Hood, King Arthur and his knights, and 
the story of Roland. Best of all the 
tales of when knighthood was in flower 
was his story of the girl in white 
armour, who responded to new voices. 
We visited former battlefields, where 
our boys went over the top. We could 
picture old glory flying and hear our 
soldiers’ drums. How different are yes- 
terday and today. 

The children have a more graphic 
Bible picture from our stop at the Holy 
Land and have a better conception of 
the glorious company, the twelve apos- 
tles and Brother Saul. They know 
Bibles to read and tell, what a man can 
believe, and the book that nobody knows. 
They have a glimpse of the religions of 
mankind. 

Secret listeners in the east reported 
trouble in the far east, so we did not 
take a passage to India but had many 
adventures in Arabia, which the spies 


had reported safe. An Arabian knight 
told the boys of the life of Colonel Law- 
rence and tales of laughter. 

As a white woman in a black man’s 
country, my experiences were varied, 
At Assuan, we heard of Borden of Yale, 
who had died at the home of Dr. Sam- 
uel Zwemer, after a brilliant future had 
been assured. Trader Horn told us real 
stories of the geography makers and re- 
lated adventures of Theodore Roosevelt, 
showing where he wrote letters to his 
children. We saw wild life under the 
equator and thrilled at the wonders of 
the jungle. We dined with Martin 
Johnson and his wife and saw first hand 
the elephants and lions pictures so viv- 
idly in his book, ‘‘Safari,’’ a more satis- 
factory experience than seeing them 
under the big top. 

Best of all was Alice’s visit to the 
Hawaiian Islands, where we saw old- 
time Hawaiians in field and pasture 
and wonders in the animal world. Bath- 
ing in the pool of stars in the heart of 
the hills, warmed by the trade winds, 
was invigorating. Alice was in a 
veritable wonderland. A basket woman 
selling leis and flowers was picturesque. 
She told us tales of the long ago, of the 
rough hewn log cabin days, of pearl 
lagoons and of pheasant jungles. 

We were glad to reach San Francisco 
and the valley of the giants, but went 
on to Oregon. Instead of making travels 
in Alaska, we took the blazed trail 
through Glacier Park, hiked through the 
enchanted canon and met Deric in Mesa 
Verda. Traveling as the crow flies, over 
the Oregon trail, but not in a covered 
wagon, we heard much of Buffalo Bill 
Chief Long Lance told us of Indian 
child life and of adventures among the 
Indians. Two young Alaskans had been 
kidnapped and left in a dreadful river 
eave but sons of the mounted police had 
rescued them and paid the ransom of 
Red Chief. Roping lions in the Grand 
Canyon, the boys became acquainted 
with the boys of the U. S. foresters who 
told them of trees, birds and the stories 
Mother Nature tells her children. En- 
joyable as the trip was, we were glad to 
see the rim of the prairies and to be 
within the Iowa interior once more back 
on Grandfather’s farm with the old 
oaken bucket, our animal friends, the 
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‘‘dawgs’’ Rab and his friends, Stickeen, 
Bob, son of battle, and Lad, millions of 
eats, and Mother Carey’s chickens. 

When David goes to Greenland, you 
might meet Tom Sawyer abroad and 
take the cruise of the Cachelot. You 
might leave Peter and Polly in summer 
at Little Lucia’s island camp with the 
little shepherd of Kingdom Come the in- 
yoluntary chaperon. You would enjoy 
such a trip to a far country and get 
your money’s worth. Travel, the making 
of an American, is the heritage of 
women and the intelligent woman’s 
guide to socialism and capitalism. In 
seeing how the other half lives, reading 
the story of mankind, following the 
trail of the immigrant, watching the de- 
velopment from immigrant to inventor, 
meeting the prince and the pauper, re- 
sponding to the lure of the city and the 
eall of the wild, seeing castles and Uncle 
Tom’s cabin, pride and prejudice are 
barriers burned away in favor of sense 
and sensibility. There are both sim- 
ilarities and differences. Although gen- 
tlemen prefer blondes, others like black 
beauty and some favor black majesty. 
Married or single, all like a dinner that 
is always there. If the cost of travel is 
prohibitive, go to your nearest public 
library, the Alton library. Although 
only six years old, they have many mag- 
azines and over 2,000 books. They bor- 
row frequently from the traveling li- 
brary at Des Moines and are always glad 
of suggestions as to books desired by the 
public. 

What is that? Thunder on the left. 
We must march if we are to go on the 
back of the north wind through the dark 
forest, with a dim lantern, over the 
trail of the lonesome pine, past Dr. Doo- 
little’s garden where the flight of the 
grey goose had feathers left around, past 
the changing road ruled by the little 
lame prince, to the old dark house at 
the foot of the rainbow and two flights 
up before the clock strikes two.’’

A Rare Book 


The Luther College Library of De- 
eorah recently held an exhibit of mate- 
rial on the life and works of Henrik 
Ibsen. This material was collected by 
the Norwegian Literary Society of Chi- 
cago last year in commemoration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
author’s birth. 


The library also placed on display its 
own books by this famous author. 
Among these were first editions of eight 
of Ibsen’s works, one of them being the 
first edition of Ibsen’s first work ‘‘Cati- 
lina’’ published in 1850 by the author 
himself appearing under the name 
‘*Brynjolf Bjarme’’ and was issued in 
250 copies only. 


About forty-five copies were sold to the 
public, the rest of the edition going to 
a grocer to be used for wrapping paper. 
A few seem to have been spared since 
a study of the subject a few years ago 
revealed the fact that there were be- 
tween seventy-five and a hundred 
copies of this edition of Ibsen’s first 
work in existence at that time. 


Most of these copies are to be found 
in libraries and in the hands of col- 
lectors in Norway and other countries 
of Europe and the copy in the Luther 
College Library is one of a very few, 
and possibly the only one, to be found 
in the United States. Indications are 
that the library came into possession of 
this book before 1875 and before the 
author had gained his reputation. It was 
probably secured in Norway for a small 
sum by a member of the faculty but 
owing to the meager records kept by the 
library at that time neither the exact 
date of the purchase nor the purchase 
price can be ascertained.

Storm Lake—The library board has 
decided to extend library privileges to 
rural and consolidated schools, towns, 
townships and clubs at the usual rate 
of 50e per book for the school or elub 
year with the privilege of exchange 
every three months. One town has ap- 
plied for the use of the library and other 
units will doubtless follow. 

This is a broadminded and forward 
looking decision which should aid 
greatly in eventually bringing library 
facilities to all the people of the county 
through a county library.
